, “The ^Communist coup has not 
succeeded,” a jubilant Yeltsin told 
thousands of cheering supporters outside 
the Krinntin. minutes after the result of the 
. vote in (he Congress of People's Deputies 
was announceoT “The people have won, 
democrBcy has won, young Russia has 
won.” 

A total of 617 legislators voted in favor 
^ of the impCTchmcm motion, 72 votes short 


of the required two.thlrds mojority of the 
i .033 members of the Congress. Only 268 
lawmakers were opposed to Yeltsin’s 
removal from' office, a graphic Ulusirotion 
of his fragile purliomcntaiy power Bii’iW; 

Thc attem^ to dismiss the 62>year«old 
president, who.se nve>yau’-mandate is not 
due to expire until June 1996. trapped the 
most dramatic week in Kremlin politics 
since the failure of a hard*linc Communist 
coup in August 1991. 

It followed a series of political reversals 
for Yeltsin, whose once formrdoble 
authority has been sop|^ by o draining 
constitutional conflict with parliament and 
the vast economic problems associated 
with Ruuto’s iinnsittonTrom communism 
to capitalism. ' 


The failure of conservatives to muster 
enough votes in the Congress to topple 
Yeltsin leaves the president and the 
parliament locked in an iipporem stalemate 
over how to resolve Russia’s political 
crisis. 

Eorlicr Sundoy the Congress 
overwhelmingly rejected a compromise 
drafted overnight by Yeltsin and 
parliamcntory Speoker Ruslan 
Khasbulatov thot proposed to hold early 
elections for both the president and 
parliament in November. 

..Legislators also voted by 558 votes to 
339 to reject a motion calling for the 
dismissal of Khasbulotov. widely regarded 
•asrY-clrsin’s mos't prominent-political 
opponent.

At 10:30 p.m., when voting results 
came in at the Congress and it 
became clear that Yeltsin had 
survived the attempt to impeach him, 
he emerged once again from the 
'Kremlin’s Spassky Gate, this time lo 
shore fiis victory with the crowd of 
several thousand who remained. 

"TTic people won, the reform won, 
democracy won, young Russia won!” 
he exulted to the thousands of hard- 
core backers still lingering near St. 
Basil’s. “I thank all Russians for your 
support." 

Even that triumph was not enough 
for some pro-Yeltsin stalwarts.' They 
urged him to dissolve Ihc Congress, 
and they declared — for unclear 
reasons — tliat.thcy.would.spcnd.the _ 
night by St. Basil’s. 

Beneath the flood-lighted beauty of 
the cathedral's multicolored onion 
domes arid Ihe glowing- red stars on 
the Krbmiin tower; they appeared 
ready to setile in.

Military doctors defy abortion poUcy

- BONN. Germany — Milimry 
doctors ond other medical personnel 
at American facilities- in Europq are 
refusing en masse to perform 
abortions, hamstringing efforts to 
implement a new Clinton 
administration policy intended to 
broaden the military community's 
access lo the controversial 
procedure. 

Two days after taking office. 
President Clinton reversed u bun 
that, since 1988. has prohibited 
American military hospitals abroad 
from providing abortion services Jo 


militur'y personnel and their, 
dependents. 

But more than two months later, 
military doctors, nurses and 
ancsihesiologisls are refusing lo assist 
in abortions on moral and religious 
grounds. As a result, the Pentagon has 
been unable to comply completely 
with Clinton's order. 

"As of today, wc have no takers." 
said Col. Ogden DeWitl. assistant 
chief of staff for the Army's clinical 
services in Europe. 

For Clinton and his advisers, the 
Jan. 22 order was desighed to ensure 
that military families and service 
women posted abroad would havb the 


same access to the abortion rights ihaf 
is assured to Americans at home. 
Clinton ordered that no government 
money .should be used to provide 
abonions. so military facintics''were 
to charge women S477 for the' 
procedure, assuming it was done on 
an ouipaticnl basis and no 
complications arose. 

But within the milimry, with its’ 
.sirong'4fadilion of ijeligious und 
political conscrvaiivism. Clinton's 
order has stirred moral anguish on the 
divisive issue of abortion and concern 
that the administration will impose its 
potilical ugenda on an unwilling 
population of military doctors.

Muslim child wounded by Serbian 
fire touches British professional

TU2LA, Bosnia-Herzegovina — 
It lakes a lot to make a British 
Royal Navy commando cry. but Lt. 
Tim Kelly, a veteran of 29 years, 
was choking back tears as he 
described the last little girl who was 
to be rescued from the besieged 
Muslim enclave of Srebrenica last 
week. 

"She looked like any little girl. 1 
suppose," said Kelly, his voice 
breaking. She was about 5 years 
old. with brown hair and dork eyes. 
She reminded Kelly of his own 
little girl back home in England. 

The brown-hflired girl was 
waiting at Srebrenica's soccer Held 
when Kelly.and other U.N. soldiers 
swooped down in three helicopters 
to evacuate sick and wounded 
residents. 

Srebrenica- is the focus, of a 
Serbian offensive to seize control 
of eastern Bosnia, a region that 
U.N. peace mediators have 
designated arMuslim-dominaled 
enclave. In recent days, the Serbs 
have been taking one Muslim 
village after another,, burning them 
to the ground and forcing, the 
survivors to flee to the next town.

Rains cause manure 
runoff from corrals

TWIN FALLS - Two days of rains and 
melting snow in early March sent m&nure 
running from dairies and fccdlots into the 
already overloaded Snake River, state and 
f^eral oTfieials say. 

. The rain and melting snow - which also 
flooded streets arid bas^ents in the Magic 
Valley - brought out “serious" overflow 
problems rarely, seen* during drier years, 
Environmental I^iectiori Agency official 
Warren McFall said Thursday. 

During the storm, five teams made up of 
12 EPA and state ofilctals went out lo' 
check for discharge violations and to look 
for problems. ; 

"We found some problems." McFall 
'• said. 

The teams saw discharges from a 
number of operations, but most problems 
were runoff from corrals. 


Most newer dairies hove embankments 
to catch runoff from corrals, said Greg 
Ledbetter, a Jerome dairyman. 

"Biswas kind of a tough year," he said. 
He ha^'l heard yet from EPA officials 
about the nmoff problems. 

The rain washed manure Into ditches, 
'streami'ted canals, and.ultimatcly into the 
Snake River.* Waste from dairies and 
feediots typically contains high levels of 
ammonia, which can cause fish kills, 
McFall said. 

Organic matter in the waste reduce; 
dissolved oxygen in the water also causing 
problems (br fish. 

The manure also contains bacteria and 
contributes to sediments deposited in the 
river already overloaded with nutrients and 
sediments built up over the years. 

McFall would not say how many or 
which, operations violated discharge 
regulation. Nor was he sure what action 
EPA wiy toke on the violations. 


Study: Non-point pollutidh 
a huge threat to water, fish

The watcr-quolity, problem in Rock' 
Creek is an example of “non-point 
pollution,” which includes any water 
pollution that docs not come from a 
^sciete source. 

This “non-point source" pollution is a 
problem' throughout the Columbia Basin, 
which includes southern Idaho, and 
agriculture is the worst culprit, according to 
a study recently released by the Sierra Club 
Legal Defense Fund. 

Non-point pollution includes sediments, 
from road building, logging, mining, and 
runoff from forms and pasture land. It 
contributes, to a number of problems, 
including the- near extinction of salmon in 
the Snake and Columbia rivers, the fund 
~said. ; T"' 

This non-point pollution is os serious an 
issue as other sources of pollution from 
specific points such as pipes from sewage 
treatment plants, food processing facilidcs, 
or fish hatcheries, according to the study. ’ 

In the Rock Creek case this winter, the 


cattle kteked up muddy stream banks and 
deposited manure in the water, contributing 
sediments, bacteria and organic matter that 
coniribuie 10 waicTqualitjTproblcmrln the 
Snake River, McMosters said. 

State environmental officials work with 
Soil Conservation Districts and .the U.S.

Conservation Semce to control erosion 
and oibc'r water q'uoility problems 
osswiated with livesio^ on pnvoie land, 
he said.

Snow removal costs Hillsdale much more than expected

HAZELTON - This winter proved costly 
for the Hillsdale Highway District. 

Three irionths of plowing snow has taken 
a big bite out of the district's budget, 
according to Manager Rod Rudolph, and 
some summer projects planned by the 
district might have to be postponed to pay 
for the extra work. 

Lost winter, only 53,000 was budgeted for 
snow removal, he said, "and we had never 
used that much, before this year." 

The actual cost was much, much more. 


“It wos S75.000 - BOOM - oil in one 
month" Rudolph soid. 

He sold the district paid $64,000 for 16 days 
worth ofloodcrwork Kloepfer Concrete. 

By the time-the Notiontd Guard came to the 
cost end of Uk. county^ he said, Kloepfer had 
olready broken Ihrou^ most of the roads. 

“\Vc just couldn't wall,” he soid. ”Wc hod n 
lot of roads snowed-in thot thy machines 
coulth'l begin to get through." 

The National Guord-that was called in to 
help with snow idnoval aAer Jerome County 
dcclarcd an emergency worked for only five 
or six days in the district, Rudolph said. . > 

• Unexpected equipment repairs have cost the 


district on additional SI 0,000, he said. 

"Two'gradcrs went kabloocy on "us. One 
loader engine blew up from the constant 
bashing into the snow," he said. “We 
wouldn't normally put those machines 
through that kind of stress." * 

Hillsdale district had applied for emergency 
'grants, along with Jerome district, Rudolph 
said, llic original application had.bccn fouW- 
up, he said, and the districts have reapplied. 

“Right now we’re not expecting anything." 
he said. 

"Fortunately our district is not locked into o 
line-item budget,” Rudolph said, so monies 
can be juggled from projeetto project. 


Still the costs continue to rise. 

The 260 miles of road.s in the Hillsdale 
district are a mess, Rudolph said. Recent rains 
ond runoff from the winter .snowfall have 
soflened the asphalt ond underlying road base, 
making roods especially vulnerable to siwcd 
and heavy trucks. 

Rudolph .said tlic speed limit for trucks is 30 
miles per hour. 

"Wc’vc got wa.sliouts oil over tlic.i)lacej_ 
pipes to rcplocc," he said. "One crack can 
mushroom clear across the rood." 

Until the ground dries up. he .said, all that 
can be done is throw gravel into the potholes 
and washouts.

Oitmar’s ability to craft a hunk of 
wood into a work of ort earned him the 
. right last year to help produce a rifle, 
for the American Cukom Qunmokers 
Guild. ' 

He and t>vo other gunmokets nude a 

raffle at its annual convetition in Reno 
two months qgo. 

Oitniar, who tUfrhs 5b this month, - 
modestly said he was chosen because 
he's getting older. "yi 

"lifiey wont to get the guys before 
they kick bfl’, I guess.” 

But guild members sold more than 
ir600’'tiek'ets for the rifle — a record 
number — at $20 each. Afler the guild 
took'its 20 percent cut, that left mote 
than 526,000 for the three gunnukers 
to split. 

Such success wasn't certain when 
Oltmor became a' gunsmith in the early

GROWNUPS TOO: An cslimoicd 50,0pp to 
70.000 American adults die each year from three 
major infections — -influenza, hepatitis B ond 
pneumococcal pneumonia — yet vaccines to help 
protect people from all three illnesses arc available. 
While prevention efforts to immunize children 
against major diseases hove received widespread 
attention, the emphasis on vaccinating adults has 
been woefully inadequate, according to public-health 
bfflcials. 

NEW AFPROAOH: A breast cancer detection tool 
that promises to allow thousands of women to avoid 
surgery is changing radically th'e way breast biopsi« 

, ore performed in America. Stereotactic biopsy — in 
whi^ a needle is used to toko cells or ti&suc from tlio^ 
breast — is quick, painless and costs less than half of 
whot traditional biopsies cost. But the equipment is 
costly ond, at least to some doctors, unproven. Many- 
question its cfTcctiyencss, not only in diagnosing 
breost coiiccr but in’ getting the precise information 
- about the cancer that’s needed for cfTcctivc treatment.

"We view such direct attempts at 
changing others as analui^ous to 
swimrning upstream or against the 
flow of the 'cun'ent." observe 
Duncan and Rock. 

“You may ultimately reach your 
destination, or you may not, but you 
will likely be quite fatigued and feet 
'Considerably worse nfier making the 
elTort. Attempting to induce another 
person to «chnnge can be just ns 
exhausting and. utiimaiely, 
unrewarding." 

Instead, "go with the How:" 

This entails "listening to and 
accepting (he other person’s 
'statements, recognizing the values 
and beliefs that the person holds, - 
and avoiding toking ,n position that 
opposes. that person's beliefs .and 
. actions. Successful implementation 
of going >^th the flow requires you 
to overcomle the temptation to 
confront, reason or argue with the 
other person." 

In essence, if you’re the partner 
wanting the change, you do a 
reversal and. say in words and. in 


oction. ’’You don’t have to change; 
it’s OK with me the way things ore. 
I’ll even he, In you stay the same:” 

In so 'doing, the partner accepts 
the other person’s viewpoint' and 
genuinely encourages the very 
problem he or she previously 
desired to be changed. 

If done effectively and genuinely, 
this strategy dismantles ony power 
struggle and makes it, clear the 
pressure is off. 

This enables the other person to 
step ’’from nn extreme 
counterposition of not changing 
and to freely consider changing the 
problem bchovior. 

"By virtue of encouraging things 
to stay the same, (he context in 
-which-thc problem bchoyior.occurs 
is ' dramatically .changed," 
emphasize Duncan and Rock. 

“The goal of going with the flow 
is to set up an experience that 
interrupts or replaces your current 
ineffective solution attempts that 
qre helping maintain the problem 
and to enable all of the people 
involved in the problem to perhaps 
sec things diffcrcmly.’’ 


An exfample of “go.ing with the 
flow" might incrude initiating 
discussion of ' chronic 
complalner's eomplaints • inviting 
what you dread. 

Instead of opposing the 
expression of the complaints and 
swimming upstream, initiate 
discussion of ibe complaints and 
encourage their expression at every 
opportunity. '• . 

Or, if you’re the person in the 
relationship who wants 0 sexiial 
relationship more frequently than 
your partner (and you complain' 
about it), initiate murii less, which 
removes pressure and allows thc^ 
pursuer to become the pursued. 

Or, if you’re the one who wants 
more communication (and you arc 
prcssuring'your partner for It), 
communicate less, which, in cfTccl, 
says bchaviorally. 

’’It’s OK if we don’t talk. I’ll 
moke it even easier not to talk by 
not being around os much."

“You can start a process to fix that 
by getting employees and managers 
to identify what the root causes arc. 
Morale is never the problem: it's a 
symptom, and something is 
happMing to make morale bad.” 

Companies public utilities, for - 


example — that survived disosiers 
like Hurricane Andrew and the 
California earthquake of !989 can 
learn a lot from the way their 
organizations 'operated during the 
, crisis, Moran said. 

Corporate edicts tend to go out the 
window in a catastrophe, he said, 
replaced by: “'Get It done. Save lives. 
Get the power on. Do whatever it 
takes.' Employees are allowed to 
make decisions at the lowest level 
and focus on the coniem of the job. 

“Organizations should be thinking. 
'What was it that mode it work then?' ' 

Sowhydon’uhey? 

“In the past several yeard. there 
have been so many changes in the 
workplace that managers just don't 
know what to do," Moran said. "They 
don't know “what" the new rules are. 
so they resort to old ones. In u lot of 
• cases, (hey don't think there's 
anything in it for (hem to change.'' 

Moron thinks most people like the 
work they do, but not “all the stuff 
around the job that prevents you from 
being good at it: the forms, the rules, 
tad supervision.’’ 

V “When there's anger" about such 
things, he says, “it shows the 
organization con get better. It's the 
opposite that’s a problem — - people 
shui.down,. give up and abandon 
hope-’.'- 

Moron says companies under strc.ss 
netaio 'provide workers ways to vent 
their anger constructively: “rather, 
than crashing their cars in the 
commuter lane. The mechanisms 
should be related to the problems.'' 

He recommends focus groups, and 
(ells a story about the.final months of 
Eastern Airlines, one of the 
companies in'thc ''Postcards” survey.
